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WHO DO THE BUS SERVICES SERVE? 


First the good news — well, fairly good. Starting on Sunday, 15 March 1987, 
Midland Red (South) Ltd will be introducing a limited Sunday bus service on the 
X59 route, The timetable shows two Sunday buses from Deddington to Oxford at 
1L204pm and 3.44pm, and two from Deddington to Banbury, at 1.36pm and 5.16pm. 

A leaflet setting out the fulltimeteble was delivered to all Deddington house- 
holds. fxtra copies.are.available from Banbury Bus Station, telephone 

0295 62368. If the service is under-used, we cannot see it lasting very long. 


Now for the bad news, From 26 January, there has been no “morning shoppers" 
service to and from Banbury. The 9.17am to Banbury, returning at 11.40am, is 
no more, As well as Deddington, Clifton and Adderbury are affected. 


The County Council attitude

Their new service runs initially on Mondays, Tuesdays and Thursdays, leaving 
at 9.25am and returning at 11.40 am.

His report is not oe received, but we anticipate him saying that the 
clerestory windows (the upper row of ama tier windows near the ceiling) all need 
renewing. There is a certain amount of new stonework required, and al? the 
glagsswill have to come out to be re-fixed. There will be some extra work needed 
on the aisle roofs where water has been penetrating. I suppose that the 
clerestory may not have been touched since the great restoration of over a 
hundred years ago. 


We have long known that this work was hanging over us, but we have always found 
more pressing jobs. Now it looks as if we can postpone this no longer. It is 
bound to be expensive, and we shall start to raise the money immediately. We 
may be able to obtain a grant, but it is always the case that the grant only 
covers the last part of the funds needed. We have to raise the first part our- 
selves. Having renewed the roofs and most of the large windows, this is the 
last major work necessary for the time being. I am confident we can do this, 
with the help of everyone.

Deddington is built cn a ridge, just on the edge:iof the Cotswold hills. 
Whichever. way you travel from Deddington is downhill. In the days of horse 
transport, it meant that no matter where you went for a load, you had to 
climb a steep hill back into the village. We had two carrier's carts. which 
used to take goods and passengers to and from Banbury. To be a passenger 
On one of those carts was a marvellous experience, but it didn't happen too 
often as the fare was quite high. Adults paid a shilling, children sixpence. 


Mind you, the children had to ride on the bolster board, just behind 
the horse. This-was pretty hazardous. There was always the possibility: of 
slipping off: but worse than thet was the probability of being in the line 
of fire when the horse's tail went up. 


RIDE A COCK HORSE 


faveryone has heard the nursery rhyme 'Ride a Cock Horse to Banbury 
_Cross'. But How many people can say they have actually done it ? When one 
of the carts was bringing something extra heavy, it was necessary for a 
second horse to be taken to meet it and share the load. This horse was 
rigged up with collar and traces and a makeshift saddle.

THE WAY WE WERE - part 2 
DRIVING PIGS by Fred Deely 


In the early part of the first war, about 1915, a Belgian family called Van Den 
Preece came to Deddington. They were found a house in St Thomas Street, on the 


bank. They had a daughter Julia, about 16, and a son Francis, about 10. He went 


to Deddington School. Julia worked for Mr W J French, who farmed in Hoperaft 
Lane, Francis helped Mc ©. Bliss, who farmed in St Thomas Street. 


About 1917 my father and C Bliss grew potatoes and they had a lot of small ones. 


My father, a carrier, knew a greengrocer named Smith Gascoigne, who had a stall 
in Banbury Market on Thursdays and Saturdays. He told my father he had two 
litters of pigs - a 9 and 2 10 - which he wanted to sell. ‘They were black and 
sandy, and commonly called Tamworths. So my father and C Bliss went and bought 
them. Question was, how to get them home? 


They arranged with Mr J Clarke (his wife was sister to Mr A Stanley) who drove 
a horse and van toBanbury on Wednesdays to collect goods for the Coop at 
Deddington, to give Francis - now 12 - and myself ~ aged 14 - a lift. We left 


at about 8.30 am and met Smith Gascoigne at his piggery, north of Castle Street, 


Banbury. ; 


So we started our journey pack home. It took us about an hour to come through 
Banbury and when we got up to the Horton Hospital, one pig decided he wanted to 
go back home. So I left Francis with the rest of the pigs and caught the one 


that got away, down by what is now the Moat Hotel! I had to carry him and quite 


a lot of doors opened when this pig kept squealing. 


But after that they behaved very well. Being the War was on, there wasn't any 
traffic at all, only one or two horses and carts. What a difference now! We 
came on steadily and reached Deddington just as darkness fell - 8 hours for 
roughly 7 miles.

During the last month we have received the following calls ~ 4 chimney fires,

We therefore took our portable. flood- 
lights into the house for illumination. It was then that we noticed that the 
occupant was moving around somewhat awkwardly, holding something uw her jumper. 
This something we were soon to find out was two snakes, one of which was a 
boa constrictor and the lady was trying to keep them warm. Needless to say 
the lads gave her a wide berth. The above calls bring our total so far this 
year to 31. 


FARKING OF VERTIC DNS 


There are several places in Deddington where the parking of vehicles leaves a 
lot to be desired. We know that residents without garages have to park some- 
where, Then there are those with garages who do not bother to use them. But 
it is vehicles parking on both sides of the road that worries us. 


By far the yorst place at present is Windmill Street, where, although there is 
room for a car to get through, there is no way that a fire engine or an 
ambulance could get through. Valuable time could be lost if we had to go along 
knocking on doors to get vehicles moved. So drivers, do stop anc think before 
you park.

This is the time of year for Pheasants, and at £5 a- brace they make a 
reasonable meal for 6. This is the way I cook them 2 
You need 3 Brace of pheasants, about 5 rashers of streaky bacon for each, 
a little fat, dripping or oil in the bottom of a roasting pan. 
Method 3 Derird the bacon, and lay enough rashers over the birds to 
cover them.
